Sir: 

Pursuant to a communication mailed March 21, 2001, the period of suspension for the 
above-referenced application has remained in effect due to a potential interference. 

On July 31, 2002, Applicants submitted an inquiry requesting a status update of this 
application. Subsequent inquiries requesting a status update of this application were filed on 
October 7, 2002, December 20, 2002, March 5, 2003, and May 27, 2003, and a Petition to the 
Commissioner requesting status was filed on June 19, 2003. 

On December 16, 2003, a Decision on Petition regarding this application was issued 
(copy attached). According to the Decision, the application was to be forwarded "[w]ithin a few 
days" to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) to determine whether an 
interference would be declared. Applicants have received no further communication from the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office since the Decision was issued. 

On April 1, 2004, Applicants' representative contacted the BPAI and were informed that 
the application was sent to BPAI but was sent back to the Technology Unit in January 2004. 
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Applicants' representative then contacted Examiner Pak who said that the file was with his 
supervisor, Yvonne Eyler. 

On April 28, 2004, Applicants submitted an inquiry requesting a status update of this 
application. To date, Applicants have not received a response. Applicants hereby respectfully 
request that a status update be provided to the undersigned as soon as possible.
